You  will  note  that  the  death  rate  for  your  area  is 
practically  the  same  as  the  death  rate  for  the  country  as 
a  whole  and  we  are  finding  locally  the  same  increase  of 
malignant  disease.  This  disease  comes  second  to  heart 
disease  in  the  number  of  victims  it  claims.  As  in  the 
country  generally,  so  locally,  we  are  finding  that 
malignant  disease  of  the  lung  is  becoming  all  too  common. 

The  number  of  commuiicable  diseases  notified  has 
increased  by  nearly  one  hundred.  This  was  due  to  a  wide- 
sp road epidemic  of  measles  of  a  mild  typo.  There  are  no 
deaths  and  no  cases  required  removal  to  hospital. 

Tuberculosis,  I  am  happy  to  note,  does  not  seem  to  be 
so  prevelent  as  it  was  formerly. 

Diutheria  -  Immunisation 

Eightyfour  children  were  immunised  -  full  course. 

Thirteen  children  received  a  ‘'boosting"  dose  on 

attaining  school  age. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  number  of 
children  immunised  has  increased  by  nearly  50^  this  year 
on  last.  We  have  still  a  long  way  to  go  to  achieve 
100 cjo  protection  of  youth  from  this  severe  disease,  but 
at  least  we  are  progressing.
